A letter has been received from the American 
Missionaries in Bombay,expressive of their thanks 
for the aid rendered by this Society, towards the 
establishment of a school for the children of Jews 
in that place. In April, 1818, the number of 
scholars were forty; all boys. Soon after the 
formation of the school, the ten commandments, 
and other moral precepts and lessons were given 
them in the Mahratta language, which is their 
native tonzue, 

It is much to be regretted that the females are 
‘not allowed to participate in these advantages. 
At present according to the laws and customs of 
the Jews, they are not permitted to receive in- 
struction even in the first rudiments of education. 
Had they the necessary qualifications for enquir- 
ing into the correctness of their crecd, and be- 
come in any degree convinced of its error, those 
especially who are mothers, might early instill 
into the minds of their children, similar ideasyand 
thus effectually weaken the prejudices against 
the Christian religion, and probably greatly in- 
crease the number of converts to its truth. 

In Sept. the sam of one handred pounds ster- 
ling was remitted to the Secretary of the Lon- 
don Society, to be appropriated to the fund for 
the transtation of the New Testament intoMebrew.

The Jews 
in our own country are inconsiderable, compared 
' to those inhabiting transatlantic regions. It is not 
' to be supposed that a little band of females, whose 
| exertions are necessarily confined to the more re- 
| titea walks of life, can have any direct influence 
in convincing these of their errors. Zealous and 
ardent in the wish for their conversion, we must 
however wait tilla way is opened to us, to yield 
them service in their eternal interests, and in the 
interval endeavor to impari to those around us, a 
sense of the obligations we owe to this long neg- 
fected and bigh!y injured people, who claim the 
, warmest gratitude of evety thinking being thro’- 
out the world. To God we niust look for the 
performance of the mercies promised to the pa- 
triarchs of old. Has he not said, “ J will be as 
the dew unto Israel ; he shall grow as the lily, 
and cast forth his roots as Lebanon ; his branch- 
es shall spread, and his beauty shall be as the 
olive tree. They that dwell under his shadow 
shall return, they shall revive as the corn, and 
grow as the vine?” [las he not declared, **That 
a present shall be brought unto the Lord of Hosts 
‘of apeople scattered and peeled; of a people 
wonderful from their beginning hitherto ; a matiou 
"meied out and trodden down, whose Jand the riv- 
ers Have spoiled, to the place of the name of the 
Lord of Hosts?”

The expedition under Major Wm. Gray, 
destined to explore the Niger, embarked 
from this place ten days ago. It is compo- 
sed of two hundred men, of whom about 
fifty are Europeans, and the others are 
African soldiers.—They have several cam- 
els and mules, and much baggage. The 
expedition proceeded up the river in boats 
and vessels to Kayee, about 400 miles, and 
will thence proceed by land. I fear they 
have not chosen the best seasun of the year, 
as the rains are expected in two or three 
months. It is reported that the Bambar- 
rans will oppose the expedition. 

James’ Fert, on a little island, twenty 
miles up the Gambia, was an important sta- 
tion when the slave-trade was extensively 
prosecuted.—It is now an insignificant place, 
being occupied only by eight or tem dis- 
orderly soldiers, who are sent thither from 
St. Mary’s, as a punishment. 

There is a small French establishment 
at Aibreda, in the kingdom of Barra,on the} 
nosth bank of the Gambia. The principal 
articles of export from this river are ivory, 
beeswax, and hides. 

This is a noble river and flows through 
a fuxuriant country.

Gambia, Friday, 13th March, 1818. | 
Early this morning we began to enter) 
the noble Gambia, between Cape St. Mac | 
rys and Banyan Point on the right, and 
Sanguomar, the Bird Island and Barra Point 
on the left.—The bay is 12 or 15 miles 
wide, and the mouth of the river betweea 
Barra and Banyan Points is six miles wide. ' 
Several canoes are fishing in the bay. The) 
natives use their paddles with adroituess, | 
The weather is very pleasant, the ther- 
moneter at 68 degrees, and the sun ob-| 
scured by a hazy atmosphere. 
At 12, A. M. we anchored near the vil-| 
lage St. Marys, situated on Banyan Point. 
Capt. M. of brig Success, who left London 
a few days before us,and some English gen- 
tlemen of the village, soon made us a visit. 
In the afternoon we walked about the vil- 
Jage. It is an infant settlement, commen- 
ced only two years ago. The governor's 
house, the barracks, and a few other hou- 
ses, are tolerably well built ; most of the 
others are constructed of very slender ma- 
terials, just sufficient to afford a shade from 
the sun, and a shelter from the dews and 
rains. The people were cheerful, and 
generally employed in some kind of labor. 
Some were unlading goods ; some burning 
shells for lime ; and some at work in the 
carpenters’ and smiths’ shops. We stood 
seme time to see a company of soldiers go 
through their manyel exercise. They 
were mostly Africans, above the ordinary 
stature, well formed, and geatly dressed. 
They appeared to be quite expert and in- 
telligent.—The military force of the place 
is about 100 men. A few pieces of can- 
non,mostly dismounted, are arranged along 
the beach.—There is no fort. or block- 
house. Notwithstanding the exposed state 
of the settlement, there is no fear of as- 
sault from the native tribes. The number 





of Europeans is about thirty, and the pop- 
ulation of the village is already seven or 
eight hundred. Trade is the soul of the 
colony : this will increase annually, as the 
trade of the whole river will concentrate | 


here. The spot does not inyite to agri-| 


culture, and there are none dn the settle- 
ment whose interest and disposition incline 
them to it. The officers attend to the civil 
order and safety of the coluay; the mer- 
chants hope to amass a fortune and retarn 
home. There is, as yet, no attention paid 
to literary or moral instruction ; hence 
the internal improvement of the place will 
be very slow, unless some humane society 


afford their aid.

Sierra Leone, Sab. 22d March, 1818.

At 11 A. M. boats and canoes came to us 
from the town. We anchored below to wait 
for the next tide. The town has the appear- 
ance of a neat and pleasant village. For 
health and commerce, its local situation is 
admirable. It is two hard and hilly for 
agricuiture. 

Several villages are in sight. The church | 
on Leicester mountain is in fall view, and| 
aids us much in our devotional thoughts’ 
on this sacred day. 
The altars on these mountains, which | 
the natives had dedicated to devils, are 
falling before the temples of the living God, 
like the image of Dagon before the Ark.
